Testimony of Murrells and Former 


\ Colleagues Against Butler Wil] 
Occasion Conflict. 


JURY 1S RAPIDLY SELECTED 


Tentative Decision Overruling De- 
murrer Has Left Way Open for 
Controversy Throughout 
the Trial.

FULTON, Mo., Feb. 2.—The examination 
of the 4% veniremen from whom will be 
selected the jury to try Edward Butler on 
the charge of bribery in having distributed 
a boodle fund of $47,808 to members of the 
House of Delegates at Julius Lehmann’s 
birthday party, Nov. 28, 1899, for the pass- 
age of the 10-year lighting contract, was 
completed at 10:30 o'clock this morning. 

Immediately the.court took a recess to 2 
o’clock, when the work of selecting the 
jury will be completed. 

The crowd at the morning session was 
considerably smaller than at yesterday's 
session. Butler, accompanied by hi'‘s son, 
James Butler, was on hand 10 minutes be- 
fore Judge Graves convened court. 

The heari of testimony is expected to 
commence this afternoon or tomorrow 
morni at latest; unless an application for 
a continuance is interposed. 

A few preliminary official statements and 
readings of records will precede the telling 
of the ‘birthday party’’ story. 

Clerks of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, the City Council and the House of 
Delegates will be the first witnesses. They 
will testify merely as\to the progress of the 
lighting bill, as shown by the records. 

ormer Delegate William M. Tamblyn 
this morning joined Delegates Helms, Schu- 
macher, E. E. and J. K. Murrell and George 
Robertson as witnesses. City Register 
Fitzgibbon also arrived. The testimony of 
the six delegates who are expected to ap- 
pear as witnesses for the state is expected 
to give rise to a bitter legal controversy.

The 
questioning of the veriremen this* morn- 
ing was perfunctory. only the most formal 
questions being asked.

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TRACKING HER SLAYER 


Does Not Think a Young Man Killed 
His Niece and Will Press the 
Investigation. 


UNNAMED PERSON SUSPECTED 


The Authorities Are Hoping That 
Miss Love Will Be Able to 
Furnish Good Clew.

BEDFORD, FeS. 2.—‘I don’t care who 
the man is who killed my niece, be his sta- 
lion ever so high here in Bedford, 1 am 
going to get him, and I think I have a 
pretty good idea who he is. 

“I have no idea that any young fellow 
committed the crime, It was the work of 
an older man, and if certain things prove 
to be true, I believe we will find that the 
murderer of my niece was a prominent 
Bedford man who feared she knew certain 
things about him which would ruin him if 
made public. ‘That is all I can say at this 
time, except that if money and work will 


bring the flend to justice, his neck will 


stretch.”’ 

The above statement was made today by 
Mr. E. R..Schafer of South Bend, uncle of 
Miss Sarah Schafer, the murdered High 
school teacher. Mr. Schafer ig wealthy 
and will spend his last cent if necessary to 
see the murderer of his niece hung. 


Public interest is centering about Miss 
Eva Love, and those who know her well 
are sympathizing with her deeply, for 
they fee] that she is being made the vic- 
tim of ene tongues. $he has been 
under a.physician’s charge since Friday 
evening, and there is no telling when she 
will be able to appear before the court of 
inquiry. She absolutely refuses to talk 
to reporters, and even the detectives have 
not been able to talk with her. The ma- 
jority of people are now beginning to 
think that the young woman can tell 
nothing that will cast any light on this 
crime. But the court of inquiry is deter- 
mined to tind out if she is withholding 
any secrets confided to her by Miss 
Schafer, and will not take her explana- 
tion that she has told all she knows until 
she so states under oath. 

The detectives. have succeeded in get- 
ting the full details of the trouble be- 
tween Miss Schafer and Joe Heitger, and 
now that they have got it, can see in it 
no motive for murder.

He said that he was 
able to read her character. .He remarked 
ihat he saw by her eyes that she was a 
deep student; her high brow showed a high 
iy re of intelligence; her cheeks denote 
a high mind. “But,” said he, “your lips 
are too full. They need ga This re- 
mark he repeated twice. en he said, 
‘“‘vou are too fresh. I do not like that kind 
of talk,’’ and she handed him his hat and 
opened the door. This is the story she told 
to Miss Love, and that she wrote to her 
parents, and told one or two other friends, 
and as far as can be ascertained, she did 
not consider the jmcident of much im- 
portance. 

It is believed that there is some one 
that Miss Schafer was much more angry 
with, and whom she hated worse than 
Heitger. The effort is being made to find 
some one to whom Miss Schafer confided 
this feeling of resentment, and, though it 
is a slender thread, it may be an opening 
to something greater. That she did ex- 
press her dislike for a man of prominence 
here, is known, hut to whom she expressed 
it is one of the features of this mystery.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—The upward 
cotrse of prices in the cotton market 
was interrupted ‘today by a decline 
of about half a cent a paqund during 
the first twenty minutes of trading. 
The operfing was easy at.a decline of 
7@16 points on the old.crop and an: 
advance of 10@12 points on: the new 
‘? crop montis... The initial declines on 
the active positions were due_ to 
lower. cables, which in connection 
with the less favorfible far eastern 
news promoted heavy liquidations, 
while the new crop was steadied by 
covering and purchases here aguinst 
sales in the English market. Later. 
the selling was increased by a ru- 
mor that a large short interest had 
made a _ private settlement, and 
March broke to 16.68c, May to 16.9éc 
and July te 17c, a net loss of 38@49 
points. Later the market recovered 
109425 points of the loss, ruling very 
nervous and irregular.

While commending Dr. Simon’s expressed desire to weed out 
grafting, the grandjury recommends that the power of appoint- 
ment be put in the hands of the superintendents, or, at least, 
that they be consulted about all appointments. It redom- 
mended that appointments be made én the ground of : fitness 
alone, and that all political considerations be eliminated. 

The reeommendations, including that of a separation of the 
scientifie and business departments in the asylum and hos- 
pitals, are excellent. 

The business management of an institution and the scientific 
treatment of the sick or insane require such different training 
and talent that separation is most desirable. 

But most important is the elimination of political influence 
from appointments. It is vain to expect honesty or efficiency in 
men who owe their appointments to political pulls.

TOUCHES ON POSSIBLE WAR 


The Speech Says the King Is Watch- 
ing Russia and Japan With 
Much Concern. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—King Edward opened 
Parliament today with all the ceremonial 
that has been in vogue since his succession 
to the throne. None of the familiar out- 
door features was lacking. |The weather 
conditions, however, were too depressing to 
permit of much enthusiasm. Early in the 
duxy occurred the time-honored search of 
the vaults of the houses of Parldament for 
conspirators, and later came the crowds, 
under a forest of umbrellas, always eager 
for anything in the way of pageantry, but 
their ranks were thinned by the inclement. 
‘weather. In the passage of the royal pro- 
cession along the troop-lined route from 
Buckingham palgce to St. Stephens, there 
was no novelty introduced, and the effect 


was sudly marred by the drenched appear- 
ance of the cortege. Half a dozen state! 
carriages with the suites ‘preceded 38 | 
Ornate coach of state, drawn by eight! 
cream-colored Hanoverians, and bearing | 
the hing and Queen. The procession was | 
surrounded by the usual retinue of ‘equer- 
ries, outriders, yeomen of the guard, ex- | 
ercising their ancient right to be in close 
attendance on the sovereign, and an escort 
of household. cavairy.. The Prince and, 
Frincess of Wales had*a small procession | 
of their own from Marlborough: House. 
After entering the House ot Lords by the, 
royal gate beneath the Victoria tower, } 
their majesties were robed, and, precede | 
bv the state regalia, passed ia procession | 
to the chamber, where the lords had us-| 
semrbled to hear the King’s speech. Many 
peeresses were wresent, and their feathers, | 
jewels and bright dresses, with the van-_ 
colored robes of the legislators of the upper 
house and the brilliant diplomatic uniforms | 
ccinbined to make up an effective scene. 
Touching on the Alaska decision, the} 
King’s speech said that on some points the | 
verdict was favorable to the British claims | 
and on others it had been adverse. Much | 
as this last cir¢umstance was to be de-. 
lored, it must, nevertheless, be a matter | 
for congratulation that the misunderstand- 
ings, in which ancient boundary treaties, | 
made in ignoranee of geographical facts, 
are so fertile, have in this case been fin- 
ally removed from thé field of controv ersy. 
The crisis In the far East is touched up- 
on, briefly, in the king's speech, as follows: 
“I have watched with concern the course 
negotiations between the governments of 
Japan and Russia in regard to their re- 
spective interests in China and Corea, and. 
a disturbance of the peace in those re- 
gions could not have but deplorable con- 
sequences. Any assistance which my gov- | 
ernment can usefully render towards the 
promotion of a pacific solution will be glad- 
ly afforded.”” _ 


FIRST WOVE TOWARD PRIMARY 


Member of Democratic City Commit- 
tee Says John P. Dolan “May 
Resign Later” 


The election of John R. McCarthy as 
a member and vice-chairman of the 
Democratic city committee to succeed 
the late John R. Butler was the net re- 
sult of the five-minutes’ session of the 
committee at the Jefferson Club Mon- 
day night. 

The selection of a date for a primary 
was passed over, the only refercg%e to 
the question being in the appointment 
of Isaac Conran, J. J. Manton and J. J. 
Rurke as a committee to confer with 
the election commissioners as’ to the 
status of primary registration. It is un- 
officially announced that the date may 
be selected at the first meeting in 
March. 

John P. Dolan’s continued tenure as

Postmaster Wyman Goes to Washing- 
ton to Seek Early Opening of 
Pneumatic Tube Service. 


Postmaster Frank Wyman left for 
Washington at noon Tuesday to confer 
with the heads of the postal departments 
concerning the removal of the mail hand- 
ling foree from the Federal building to the 
“annex,” to be completed at Eighteenth 
street and Clark avenue before the opening 
of the World's Fair, also as to the open- 
ing of the pneumatic tube service and the 
opening of a substation in the Merchants’ 
Exchange. 

While the general delivery dnd mail dis- 
tributing departments, which directly affect 
the public, will remain in the present post- 
office buiiding, the handling of mails, as 
affects the rapid distribution to city sta- 
tions, the rapid collection for outgoing 
mail and the transmission of through mail, 
Will. go to the “annex.” 

This building has been constructed as a 
temporary arrangement until the new post- 
office building, for which plans have recent- 
ly been drawn, can constructed. 

The annex is 228 feet long by 48 feet wide, 

with three stories and a basement. The 
basement will be connected with Union 
Station subway and with the pneumatic 
tube tunnels, and mail from incoming 
trains can be dropped directly into the sub- 
way, within easy reach of the distributers 
and as s00n as sorted, can be transmitted 
to the main post-office by pneumatic tube 
service. ' 
Other World's Fair preparations will con- 
sist largely of adding new substations. in 
the district where the mails will be the 
most affected by the increased business. 


KILLED MAN HE SUSPECTED 


LOUISVILE,. Ky., Feb. 2—James_  K.
